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Rock quarry operation threat 


to scenic route designation

A 
proposed 
scenic 
route 
designation for Highway 1 from Las 
Cruces to Lompoc is seriously 
threatened 
by a 
massive rock 
quarry operation on the San Julian 
Ranch, it was learned today. 
Bruce 
H. 
Langford, 
assistant 
highway engineer of 
the State 
Division of Highways, admitted 
yesterday that if the rock quarry 
operation is not properly screened 
and is within the designated scenic 
highway corridor, the sought-after 
designation certainly is threatened. 
The quarry operation 
is 
not 
screened and maps show that it lies 
within the proposed scenic highway 
corridor and is now visible from 
High.way I. 
Langford stated that the State 
Division of Highways has been 
waiting “ for a long time” for the 
County of Santa Barbara to submit 
evidence 
to 
the 
Division 
of 
Highways relative to the protection 
of the proposed scenic corridor. 
No evidence has yet been received 
although 
County 
officials, 
now 
concerned over the threat to the 
scenic 
highway 
by 
the quarry 
operation, are scurrying around for 
a solution. 
In a letter to Supervisor Francis 
Beattie dated Sept. 24, 1971, Britt 
Johnson, County planning director, 
states that “ as nearly as can be 
determined” the quarry operation is 
1,800 feet from the highway “ beyond 
the corridor boundary in that area.” 
However, 
official 
maps of the 
proposed corridor show the quarry 
operation 
to 
be 
within 
the 
boundaries. 
One County official 
suggested 
that 
the 
planning 
department had not measured for 
the limitations but were using 
“ telephone company” lineage. 
Johnson does state in his letter to 
Beattie, however, that the scenic 
highway project may be jeopardized 
by allowing the quarry without 
screening in the agricultural zoning 
district. He says that this could be 
corrected by an amendment to a 
present 
ordinance 
to 
require 
screening for such uses within a 
corridor. 
No proposals have been made yet 
to amend the ordinance. 
The quarry, approximately 10 
miles south of Lompoc, is operated 
by 
the 
Hawley 
Company. 
In 
association 
with 
others, 
the 
operation is mining approximately 
100,000 tons of limestone for the 
Rincon realignment site on Highway 
101 north of Ventura. They are 
operating under present zoning laws 
of the County. 
Supervisor Beattie toured the site 
early this month and at that time 
stated that the operation could not 
be seen from the highway. He also 
stated that the board of supervisors

had been asked to develop an impact 
study and tighten up laws governing 
quarries but added that the present 
operation would be finished about 
the end of the year and that it would 
take at least that much time to 
revamp county laws or regulations. 
Mayor Art Scott has fired off a 


letter from the City Council to the 
County Board of Supervisors urging 
protection of the scenic highway 
corridor at the request of Harley 
Craig, chairman of the Chamber of 
Commerce highway committee. 
Meanwhile, the scars of quarry 
operation can be seen from Highway 


1 A portion of one hill has been 
slashed in half and is visible along 
with quarry roads. It is reported 
that there are further limestone 
deposits within the corridor on the 
San Julian Ranch but it is not known 
whether the present quarry operator 
has leases for mining such areas. 


Is Lompoc Dam project really dead?

Several events of the past few 
weeks have muddied the waters that 
swirl around the water issues of 
Santa Barbara County, but none 
more so than the report that the 
Bureau of Reclamation had with­ 
drawn the application for right to 
impound surface waters at the 
Narrows. 


Opponents 
of 
the 
proposed 
Lompoc Dam and Reservoir were 
quick to assess the action as a final 
coup de grace, writing if not an 
immediate obituary, certainly an 
early end to the troubled project. 
An assessment of this assessment, 
however, was not easy to come by. 
Those close to the scene that this 
reporter talked with were cautious 


to the point of being noncommittal. 
None wanted to speak publicly. 
Privately, however, one observer 
said he was dumfounded. “ I don’t 
know why the bureau withdrew the 
application. They could merely have 
let the application set dormant until 
it was really needed.”

Santa 
Ynez 
River 
Water 
Conservation 
District, 
spoke

public however, and there’ll be 
further speculation over the full 
significance of what he really said. 


The bureau withdrew the applica­ 
tion which had been made to the 
State 
Water 
Resources 
Board 
because government engineers had 
not completed their position paper 
on the controversial watershed or 
origin issue and were thus not 


prepared to go ahead with the 
hearing on the issue. Hatch said in 
substance. 


The letter revealing that the 
Bureau had taken the action said the 
application was being withdrawn 
without prejudice with the reser­ 
vation that it could be refiled later. 


The application is 
one of the 
cornerstones that needs to be laid if 
Lompoc Dam and Reservoir is going 
to go forward, hence the assessment 
that the action spelled finis to the 
project. 


It should be noted that an action 
based on or containing the phrase 
“ without prejudice” is commonly 
used in contractual matters. 
The withdrawal of the application 
does another thing that only came to 
this reporter’s attention a week ago 


UNITED NATIONS (U P I)— The United States admitted today that it is 
reviewing its financial support of the United Nations. Irate diplomats said 
any cut in U.S. funds could be interpreted as “ dollar diplomacy.” 
Ü.S. delegation spokesman Nicholas L. King said a budget speech by Rep. 
Edward J. Derwinski, R-lll., in the General Assembly’s administrative 
committee was canceled because of the financial review under way, 
presumably here and in Washington. 
The United States is “ waiting for the dust to settle” after the China vote 
Monday before stating its financial position. King said. The U.S. 
government contributes 31.52 per cent of the U N. budget, or an estimated 
$215 million for 1972.

with 17 abstentions late Monday to 
expel Nationalist China, one of the 
founders and charter members of 
the world body, and seat Peking in 
its place The United States actively 
had sought to keep the Taiwan 
government in while seating the 
People’s Republic of China.

meanwhile, cabled Peking for the 
second time Wednesday, but there 
still was no official word on when 
the Communists would arrive to 
take their seat Unofficial sources 
indicated it might be this weekend. 
Reports of 
President 
Nixon’s 
“ shock and dismay,” over the 
“ undisguised glee” displayed by 
delegates after the assembly vote 
dismayed many delegates, puzzled 
others and brought expressions of 
support from a third segment.

House 
said 
the 
President believed this “ could very 
seriously impair support in the 
country and the Congress” for the 
United Nations. 
One Asian diplomat said that if the 
U.S. government were to cut back 
its financial support of the world 
body, “ this would make a strong 
negative impact on world opinion, 
giving the impression of a resort to 
dollar diplomacy.” 
"We don’t consider American aid 
as the purchase of our sovereignty,” 
said another Nigerian Ambassador 
Edwin Ogbu.

War not 
on Nixon 
agenda

ident Nixon’s historic trip to China, 
now narrowed down to a departure 
date 
sometime 
after 
Jan. 
I, 
apparently 
will 
not 
include 
a 
Washington-Peking attempt to end 
the Vietnam War. 
The precise dates of the visit will 
be 
announced 
before 
Dec. 
1, 
administration officials said. 


But the agenda, according to 
White House adviser Henry A. 
Kissinger, probably will not include 
talks between Nixon and Premier 
Chou En-lai on the war situation. 


Kissinger, who returned Tuesday 
from a six-day trip to Peking, told 
newsmen 
Wednesday 
the Nixon 
journey will be “ designed to end the 
isolation of two great peoples and to 
begin the long process of settlement 
of outstanding issues” between the 
two countries. 


But as a general rule, he added, 
such third party problems as the 
Indochina War and the friction 
between China and the Soviet Union 
will not be on the agenda. 


"We expect to settle the war 
either by unilateral initiatives or 
through negotiations—not through 
Peking,” Kissinger said. 


“ Both sides recognize there are 
profound philosophical and political 
differences between us,” he said. 
"Neither side has ever pretended we 
will solve all or most of these 
difficulties.

Time 
to back up 
time 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI)-The 
annual clock-turning ritual gets 
under way again this Sunday as 
daylight saving time ends, and 
the nation get’s back the hour it 
lost in April. 
For those who have trouble 
remembering whether to set the 
clock forward, or backward, the 
answer is turn it back one hour. 
Officially daylight time ex­ 
pires at 2 a.m. local time 
Sunday. But in three states 
there is no problem. 
Under the provisions of the 
1966 Uniform Time Act, Arizo­ 
na, Hawaii and Michigan voted 
to exempt themselves from the 
law. 
Indiana, long a crazy quilt of 
time zones, still has only 73 
counties abiding by the Uniform 
Time 
Act. 
The 
other 
19 
technically still are observing 
“ illegal” time used by nearby 
cities in other states. But under 
a bill now before Congress, 
states will be allowed to exempt 
areas from the Uniform Time 
Act, if they are tied closely to 
another time zone. 
First introduced in World War 
I 
as 
a 
means 
of 
saving 
electricity, the idea caught on, 
but remained controversial until 
the federal government set up 
mandatory rules. 


AAeany calls 
for eqüalíty 
of sacrifice 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -AFL-CIO 
President George Meany warned 
the administration today it must 
provide “ equality of sacrifice” in its 
Phase II economic program if it is 
to win labor’s continued cooperation 
to slow inflation and bolster the 
economy. 


Meany 
said 
administration 
proposals for Phase 11, which will 
start at the end of the wage-price- 
rents freeze Nov. 13, would place the 
burden on 
working 
people and 
shower bonanzas on the wealthy. He 
said they would control wages but 
fail to halt price increases. 


"The 
basic 
thrust 
of 
the 
President’s policy is to require 
working people to sacrifice their 
opportunities for economic gains in 
the naming of reducing inflation,” 
Meany said. “ But in stark contrast, 
the 
administration 
would 
give 
bonanzas to the coupon clippers and 
the money lenders by tendering 
them tax breaks and by a stubborn 
refusal 
to 
institute 
effective 
regulations of profits, dividends and 
interest rates.” 


The labor leader gave his analysis 
in remarks prepared for a session of 
the House Banking and Currency 
Committee, 
which 
is 
studying 
proposed legislation for Phase II. He 
said labor already has started to 
cooperate with controls.

Hijacker had only ballpoint pen

passengers aboard said today the 
five-foot-tall Puerto Rican who took 
over the plane was armed with 
nothing more lethal than a ballpoint 
pen. 
Two smaller American Airlines 
jets brought the passengers to San 
J u a n — t h e i » 
o r i g i n a l 
d estin atio n —afte r 
the 
Cuban 
government refused to allow the 
fully loaded 747 to take off from 
Havana Airport The 747 carrying 
the 14-member crew landed in San 
Juan three hours later 
The stewardess. Lucinda Rawson. 
20, Syracuse, N.Y., said she was in 
the upstairs lounge of the plane 
when the man, identified by the 
Havana 
newspaper 
Granma 
as 
Angel Lugo Casaus, 22, of Ponce. 
P R., cam e up behind her and 
pressed something hard into her 
back. 
“ We re going to Havana, Cuba. 
Take me to the cockpit." she quoted 
him as saying. She said she did not 
have the key to the cockpit and by 
way of the intercom told the pilot, 
Capt. Oliver Salmella, Braintree, 


Mass.. about the hijack. Everyone 
was ordered out of the lounge and 
the hijacker refused to let any of the 
crew into the area, either. 


Miss Rawson said he told the 
captain if anyone cam e into the 
lounge “ I’ll 
kill 
her and 
shoot 
myself." 


She said it was not until they were 
on the ground in Havana that they 
realized the man was not armed 


“ I saw something long and hard 
and covered. It was after the plane 
was 
on 
the 
ground 
that 
they 
determined that the weapon was a 
ballpoint pen attached to a metal 
comb and wrapped in a sweater. " 


Two sky marshals and an off duty 
FBI agent were on the plane. They 
were told of the situation, 
but 
Salmella said they decided not to act 
since there was no way they could 
get into the lounge without being 
seen by the hijacker. 


Miss Rawson said during the flight 
to Havana the man faced her, but 
kept his "gun" hand at her back She 
said “ All I did was try to keep him 
calm." 


S. Viet to free VC prisoners 


SAIGON (UPII—The South Vietnamese 
government today announced it will free 
618 Viet Cong prisoners of war Sunday to 
celebrate the inauguration of President 
Nguyen Van Thieu The amnesty program 
involved eventual freedom for another 
2,320 POWs and constituted the largest 
prisoner release of the Indochina War. 
As the amnesty was announced, the U.S. 
command said it was putting all American 
troops in Vietnam on alert as of Friday 
because of an expected surge in Commu­ 
nist 
attacks 
and 
civil 
disorders 
this 
weekend. 
U.S. military spokesmen said it had 
reports that a sharp increase in terrorist 
attacks, shellings and firebombings were 
likely to protest the inaugural 


The U.S. command also disclosed that 
seven American GIs were killed in the war 
last week, including one who died in a 
downed plane in Laos. 
It brought to 45,584 the number ot 
Americans killed in action in the Indochina 
War since Jan. 1,1961. 
The South Vietnamese lost 294 killed last 
week and a spokesman said “ most of the 
deaths came in Military Region III,” the 11 
provinces surrounding Saigon. 
To the north in Hue, floods sent six-foot 
deep torrents of water through streets 
following 36 hours of heavy rain and forced 
evacuation of parts of Quang Tri City. 
The amnesty by the South Vietnamese 
government brought the largest release of 
POWs of the Vietnam War.

BELFAST, Northern Ireland (U F I »—Irish terrorists 
killed three British soldiers and a policeman Wednesday in 
one of the bloodiest days iif more than two years of fighting. 
A British army patrol today escaped what appeared to be a 
bomb ambush. 
A British soldier and a police sergeant died in separate 
incidents Wednesday night, while two soldiers were killed 
earlier in the day when a bomb was thrown into their sentrv 
post in Londonderry. An army spokesmen said that it had 
fired on gunmen in Belfast and believed it hit six or seven of 
them.

Tito gets red carpet treatment from Nixon 


WASHINGTON (U P I)-P re sid e n t Nixon 
welcomed President Tito of Yugoslavia to 
Washington today with a trum pet-blaring 
red carpet reception due "a world states­ 
man 
of 
the 
first 
rank.” 
Only 
an 
unscheduled fog dulled the pomp and 
glitter. 
Tito arrived by car when pea soup flying 
conditions forced abandonment of the plan 
to swoop the World War II Yugoslav hero 
into the capital by helicopter from the 


presidential retreat at Camp David in the 
Maryland mountains. 
But even without the airborne arrival on 
the grassy Ellipse back of the White House, 
all the trappings of full-dress honors were 
m ustered on the south lawn. 


To help the President welcome Tito in 
his first formal state visit to the United 
States, officials ordered a cerem onial red 
carpet rolled out and m ustered up both the 


Air Force "herald trum pets" and the 
Marine Band in full plumage of braid and 
ribbon. 


Recalling the words of the Yugoslav 
national anthem that 
"w e will stand 
steadfast and strong like a granite moun­ 
tain.” Nixon said that he hoped that 
relations 
between 
the 
two 
countries 
remain steadfast and strong. He added: 
"M ay our dedication to the principle ot 


the right ot every nation to be free and 
independent in a world of peace also be 
steadfast and strong” 
Tito responded by addressing Nixon as 
"m y esteemed friend" and saying: 


"Our encounters and talks eloquently 
reflect the traditionally friendly relations 
prevailing between our two countries, 
allies in the world wars and participants in 
the founding of the United Nations.

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Welfare will be on time 


The county’s welfare recipients needn t 
worry about not getting their monthly 
checks Nov. 1. 
The Board of Supervisors was advised 
Wednesday by the state auditor’s office 
that Federal funds of $650,000 to the 
county’s 20.000 persons receiving aid will 
be received by the county auditor s office 
by then. 
Checks are going out at the end of this 
month on this assurance, Assistant Auditor 
William Arnold said. 
Earlier. Arnold had warned the board 


that he had word from Sacramento that 
Federal payment was likely to be delayed. 
He had told the Board of Supervisors to be 
ready to take $650,000 from the general 
fund to meet the welfare obligation, 
pending Federal payment, or halt the 
processing of the checks by his of f ice. 


The board told him to check further and 
make a report Wednesday. Today the 
situation seemed to have been cleared up. 


It wasn’t explained why the Federal 
welfare funds were lagging this month. 


Will Isla Vista stay 'dry'? 


The State Supreme Court will make a 
decision this year whether or not Isla Vista 
will remain a “ dry” community. 
The attorney for Isla Vista businessman 
Mike Schaeffer, who has been waging a 
marathon effort to secure an off-sale beer 
license in the university community over 
the opposition of the State Department of 
Alcoholic Beverage Control, said today the 
state's highest tribunal has consented to 
review the case. 
The writ of review granted by the 
Supreme Court was signed Tuesday by the 
clerk of the court, said attorney Jack 
Otero. 
The State ABC had filed a petition for a 
writ of review This came after the ABC 
Appeals Board, an independent body, had 
reversed an adverse decision on the 
application by ABC director Edward J. 
Kirbv. 
Otero said the writ is returnable to the 
Suoreme Court by Nov. 12, and then “ will 


be set on calendar.” A decision by the high 
court is expected “ in a couple of months.” 
Otero felt. 
Sheriff John W. Carpenter has stated he 
does not object to the application by 
Schaeffer. Previously, the ABC’s firm 
stand in opposition had rested largely on 
opposition by the former sheriff. James 
Webster, who retired early this year with 
Carpenter succeeding him. 
There has also been no objections raised 
by UC Santa Barbara officials. 
Proponents say that “ six pack beer 
deliveries” are made by phone to Isla Vista 
homes and apartments by venders in 
Goleta and elsewhere in the area, and the 
Schaeffer license wouldn t change much so 
far as availability of beer is concerned It 
isn’t known whether those delivering the 
six-packs are asking for proof of age or not.

An ad hoc committee of 
the Central Coast Criminal 
Justice 
Board 
today 
approved 
a 
350 
page 
Comprehensive Plan which 
outlines 
the 
scope 
and 
direction 
the 
criminal 
justice system 
in Santa 
Barbara 
and 
San 
Luis 
Obispo Counties will take 
during 
the coming 
five 
years. 
The Plan will now be 
presented to the 31 -member 
board for ratification and 
then 
forwarded 
to 
the 
California 
Council 
on 
Criminal 
Justice 
in 
Sacramento 
for 
certification “ If the Plan is 
certified by the state, it will 
mean that the local board 
can assume that plans and 
projects contained in the 
report will be approved for 
funding 
based 
on 
the 
priority level established by 
the local 
board,” Brian 
McBride. 
Regional 
Planning 
D irector 
explained. 


According to McBride the 
most important elements of 
the Plan are the various 
projects which have been 
proposed by entities in the 
two counties to reduce the 
incidence of crime and to 
improve the elements of the 
total 
criminal 
justice 
system. 
‘‘If 
the 
state 
certifies 
the 
plan, 
the 
priority 
assigned 
the 
projects in the Plan will 
determine how much, if 
any, federal funds will be 
allocated to each proposed 
project. 
Of course, 
the 
board has the flexibility to 
amend the plan in order to 
incorporate 
new 
and 
improved 
projects,” 
McBride said. 
The one objection to the 
plan was raised by Don 
Lobitz 
representing 
the 
district attorney of Santa 
Barbara County. Lobitz said 
that he understood the plan 
to 
recommend 
the 
establishment of a crime 
lab in conjunction with a 
criminal justice resource 
center in the central portion 
of the region 
He said 


statistics 
indicate 
that 
approximately 
three 
- 
fourths of the crimes in the 
region are committed in the 
Santa Barbara city area and 
that for this reason the lab 
should be in that area. He 
also stressed that a criminal 
justice resources center and 
crime 
lab 
might 
be 
separated, each serving its 
better purposes in the most 
strategic locations. 


Other 
board 
members 
also 
noted 
that 
recent 
information from the state 
indicates that the state is 
now planning to establish 
and control crime labs in all 
regions of the state and for 
this reason the reference to 
a crime lab in the report 
was a moot point. 


At the request of Lobitz,

deleted from the Plan. No. 
other 
changes 
or 
recommendations 
were 
made 
by 
the 
board 
members. 
Marc 
Mihail, 
CCCJ representative at the 
meeting, lauded the board 
for the plan and said that it 
“ . . . is a good plan and one 
which compares well with 
other 
plans

being 
prepared by other regions.” 
He noted that when staff 
representatives at the state 
level review the document 
they likely will make some 
recommendations 
and 
suggested changes. “ These 
suggestions are not likely to

The lower house accepted Senate 
amendments Wednesday on a 54-0 
vote and sent the measure to Gov.

The bill by Assemblyman William 
Ketchum. R-Paso Robles, would 
classify such animals and birds as 
crows, 
m agpies, 
coyotes 
and 
weasels as protected “ nongame” 
creatures 
Landowners and their tenants 
would be among those exempted 
from buying a hunting license before 
shooting any bird or animal in the 
state. 


Farm ers also would be exempted 
so they could continue to deal with 
birds and animals which damaged 
crops and livestock 


Current 
nonprotected 
species 
which would be included on the 
“ nongame” 
list 
were 
English 
sparrows, magpies, crows, jays, 
starlings, moles, opossums, coyotes, 
weasels, skunks, bobi'ats, ground 
squirrels, rats, mice, gophers and 
porcupines. 


Supporters said the measure is 
aimed mainly at authorizing the 
Fish and Game Commission to close 
certain areas to hunting of all 
species at night.

LOS A NG ELES-(NEA)-The confessional is a new. 
transcendental experience in the 22-year-old life of Isiah 
Robertson of the Los Angeles Rams. 
The original prophet Isaiah was celebrated for his be­ 
lief in the potency of high ideas and ideals over brute 
force and power. 
This Isiah (somehow the first “ a” was lost in the tran­ 
sition) is a very physical linebacker out of Southern Uni­ 
versity in Louisiana who was a first draft choice of the 
Rams this year and almost got bounced to oblivion for 
his rejection of the lofty creed of the pros—that brother­ 
hood is being a part of a team. 
“I had the wrong outlook on professional football, 
he 
says now as contritely as it is possible for an inherently 
cocky young man to be. 
Bluntly, Isiah, who wears a drooping mustache which 
makes him look like a Turkish executioner, caine to the 
Rams with the idea that his was the finite word in line- 
backing, with a wisdom acquired from playing against 
such teams as Wiley, Alcorn A&M, Morris Brown and 
Prairie View. 
“I was the No. 1 draft choice,” says Isiah, “somethmg 
special I figured. The first day 1 was in camp, Prothro 
cussed me out.” 
Coach Tommy Prothro rebuts, “ I don’t cuss. I might 
have chewed on him a little.” ) 
Anyhow, Isiah said to himself right then, “Hey, what’s 
this?” The criticism concerned the fact that Isiah wasn t 
standing right. 
Marlin McKeever, the veteran linebacker who plays 
the middle slot for the Rams, explains:

With Jones and Merlin Olsen, perennial all-pro line­ 
men. the Rams have a defensive tradition that puts down 
malingerers. 
“The veterans froze him out,” says Tom Catlin, the 
assistant coach in charge of the Ram defenses. 
Through most of the exhibition schedule and late into 
the regular season, Isiah went through the chastening 
experience of sitting on the bench. Then John Pergine. 
the regular weakside linebacker, was injured. Into the 
breach stepped Isiah with a subdued psyche but undimin­ 
ished vigor. 
And he was something to see. He intercepted vital 
passes in each of his first three games. The Rams, with a 
stuttering attack, relied heavily on the defense to bail 
them out. In a game with the San Francisco 49ers for the 
division lead, Isiah picked off a John Brodie pass to set 


up a field goal which got the Rams on the scoreboard and 
stimulated an upset victory. Butch, as the Rams call him, 
was the focal point of postgame congratulations. 
“He still makes a rookie’s mistakes,” says Catlin. 
“but he’s got that tremendous speed which helps him 
recover. And he’s got that feeling for making the big 
play. He’s always around the ball. ’ 
That natural vanity of Isiah is beginning to pop out 
again, too. “Last year,” he says, “I went to see Dick 
Butkus play twice, Tommy Nobis twice, Ray Nitschke 
once I wanted to see what them great pros were like. I 
don’t know. I didn’t see them do anything. They missed 
tackles. I said to myself, ‘Hey, is that what they mean by 
the great pros?’ ” 
For a young visitor to the Rams’ dressing room. Isiah 
pulls out an autographed picture of himself. “Here.” he 
savs, “you take this and some day you’ll be able to tell 
your children you met the . . .”

PARIS - (NEA) - With 
w h a t to many Europeans 
was coming to seem like the 
longest summer ever at long, 
long last at an end, one of 
the most unusual if pictur­ 
esque sights this city has 
seen in a long time is also 
closing up shop. 
Paris prides itself on hav­ 
ing seen just about every­ 
thing in its long history as 
world crossroads. 
Even 
so, m a n y of the capital’s 
supersophisticated 
citizens 
have been startled by the 
mini-flea market w h i c h 
thrived throughout the tour­ 
ist season hard by the Amer­ 
ican Express building, in the 
very shadow of the Opera. 
This is the year American 
y o un g people in greater 
numbers than ever before 
descended on Europe and 
most of them have made this 
scene at one time or another, 
to p i c k up equipment for 
their travels through Europe 
or to get rid of used or un­ 
wanted items and make a 
few francs in the process. 
Along the barricades which 
surrounded the area, during 
construction of the vast new 
underground express rail­ 
way which will connect dis­ 
tant suburbs with the heart 
of P a r i s , the long-haired, 
blue-jeaned boys and girls 
h a v e perched, exchanging 
gear and travel experiences. 
The majority have been stu­ 
dents, with here and there a 
tot in a carry cot or strapped 
to a parent. One day there 
was Pia, a mother of 18. 
serenely feeding her baby 
and looking for all the world 
like a figure in an Italian 
primitive, while her young 
husband had gone off to try 
and sell the old Mercedes 
they had bought upon arrival 
in Europe months before. 
Parked in the small area 
would be motorbikes and 
maybe a couple of automo­ 
biles with rough “ For Sale” 
signs or “ Looking for a pas­ 
senger goi ng North, or 
South” or “ Who’s going to 
Germany, Holland?” 


All sorts of objects have 
been for sale in this incon­ 
gruous mart—mattresses,

pots and pans, guitars, tran­ 
sistors and blankets. Before 
the great dollar crisis, the 
m a r k e t was bullish. But 
takers have been on the 
scarce side since. 
Hope of many of the sell­ 
ers has been to pick up the 
few extra francs, or dollars, 
that would enable them to 
stay a few mo r e days or 
weeks in Europe, before re­ 


turning home to college or 
jobs many have been none 
too sure would be there. 


The American Express has 
always been a focal point 
for Americans in Europe, 
but never more so nor more 
unusually so than this year 
of the great youth move­ 
ment. Down in the basement 
is a small shopping center 
offering perfumes and cos­ 
metics, books, postal cards, 
scarves and souvenirs with 
prices in dollars and every­ 
body speaking English. Most 
of the customers, however, 
have been the more mature 
and conventional tourists. 
The young have not had that 
kind of money, or have not 
wanted to spend it in this 
way. 


Their great interest has 
been in the washrooms, 
where much-needed shaves, 
shampoos and more have 
been possible, sometimes 
even a complete change into 
relatively clean clothes be­ 
fore rushing on to the next 
activity on the agenda. 


The police on duty in the 
area, directing traffic and 
otherwi se maintaining a 
semblance of order, gener­ 
ally have been tolerant of 
and e v e n amused by the 
spectacle of “ les hippies 
Américaines.” After all, they 
have really given no trouble. 


Neither has American Ex­ 
press seemed to mind. After 
all, long hair does not neces­ 
sarily rule out a good supply 
of travelers’ checks and to­ 
day’s budget-minded young 
may well be tomorrow’s 
good customers.

three cameras are assigned 
to feed pictures of the action 
to instant replay machines. 
“The Sio camera, located 
in the end zone, generally 
focuses on the wide receiver 
or splitend and follows his

key television people are 
located in the vans. All 
decisions as to what is 
broadcast are made in the 
vans by people who never 
see a live play during the 
game.” 
From all the material 
provided him, 
the video 
director decides what to 
send out to viewers. Via 
intercom, he communicates 
with cameraman, the men 
who operate the “ instant 
replay” recorders and a 
technical director who mans 
the control board. 
This

handles the pressing of the

recorders. A special bank of 
television sets shows the 
director what is available 
for ‘instant replay.’”

INDIAN ISLAND, Me. - 
(NEA) — Three 
centuries 
ago, when the Penobscot In­ 
dians were still to be reck­ 
oned with here, they were 
befriended by a white set­ 
tler 
named 
Joe 
Marsh. 
Marsh seemed a nice fellow, 
did 
some 
favors 
for 
the 
tribes, and so when he asked 
one day if he could lease a 
small piece of land for a 
homestead, the Indians said 
fine and welcomed him gra­ 
ciously as a neighbor. 
It was a lasting lesson for 
the redmen. 
Marsh 
took 
the 
leas«' 
agreement to territory offi­ 
cers for ratification. When 
he returned he had a per­ 
manent deed instead of a 
temporary 
lease, 
and 
his 
small homestead was a gi­ 
gantic chunk of the Indian’s 
most valuable property. 
Not surprisingly, the Pen­ 
obscots haven’t trusted the 
white man since. Nor want­ 
ed anything more to do with 
him than absolutely neces­ 
sary. Thus it is that some 
of the tribe have never con­ 
sidered themselves a part 
of the United States — and 
to this dav feel they’re peo­ 
ple of the sovereign ‘Penob­ 
scot Indian Nation ” 
“Look at the record,” says 
one tribal council member. 
“We have no treaties with 
the United States. The Unit­ 
ed States has never formally 
recognized us. So you see 
we’re not U.S. citizens. We 
don’t owe any allegiance to 
anybody but ourselves.” 
The 
comment, 
like 
the 
tribal opinion, is not 
just 
rhetoric. There are several 
tribes in the United States 
which ignore U.S. citizen­ 
ship. 
But 
the 
Penobscots 
have more than just passion 
working in their favor. There 
has, indeed, never been a 
treaty between the tribe and 
the federal government. The 
only treaties the Penobscots 
ever signed were with the 
state of Maine, and those, 
according to many observ­ 
ers, 
are 
unconstitutional. 
Therefore, say some Penob­ 
scots: “We should be able 
to make our own laws and 
run our own nation the way 
we want.” 
In essence, the Penobscots 
are already running things 
more or less the way they 
want. The tribal headquar­ 
ters, as well as about 350 
of the people, are seques­ 
tered on this tiny island, 
north of Bangor, in the Pen­ 
obscot River. It’s hardly a 
throwback to the wild west 


here (“I could never be hap­ 
py 
without 
my 
television 
set” ), but Indian Island is 
something of an island unto 
itself. Tribal officials make 
most of the laws, and a tri­ 
bal constable enforces them. 
Whites 
usually 
intervene 
here only as tourists. And 
the only physical connection 
with the mainland is by way 
of an ugly gray, 20-year-old, 
one-way bridge. 
Yet mere isolation is not 
enough for the nationalistic 
members of the Penobscot 
Nation. They want total ree 
ognition as a country within 
a country. “I’d like to see 
the tim e,” says one Penob­ 
scot, “when we taught our 
own language in our schools, 
when you couldn’t find a 
red, white and blue flag on 
the island, and when our 
history books didn’t say that 
George Washington was our 
first president.

the tribe. Not only does she 
want Penobscot nationhood, 
she wants a strong one. This 
means, she says, “We have 
to go out and get back all 
the lands which belong to 
us.”

Reform report 


A quarter-million dollar report on the 
way in which the State of California fixes 
sentences for crimes is under wraps by the 
State Board of Corrections. Allegedly the 
report concludes that our present system 
of ‘indeterminate" sentences under Adult 
Authority may be unconstitutional. 
The report had its genesis in January, 
1970. long before the present troubles of 
California's penal system had become 
apparent. 
Generally, the report is highly critical of 
the Adult Authority and feels that the 
burden of proof should be on the state to 
show a prisoner should not be released, 
rather than, as at present, the opposite. 
The report calls for the abolition of the 
Adult Authority itself. Its place should be 
taken, according to the report, by a parole 
board made up not of former law - 
enforcement officers, but professionals in 
such 
fields 
as 
behavioral 
science, 
medicine and law. The recommendation 
also calls for the parole body not to have 
authority to fix sentences. 


Washington calling by M arquis Childs 


The minimum term ol sentence should 
be abolished — a man should be eligible for 
parole whenever he himself is ready to 
handle the responsibility, with the offense 
involved only one consideration, the report 
allegedly recommends. 
And the parole authority should be 
required by law to consider a parole as 
early as possible, preferably within six 
months of 
imprisonment — 
with 
the 
burden of proof, again, on the state to show 
a man should not be released; a prisoner 
might expect parole at the first hearing 
unless the state could show substantial 
evidence the man in question, even with 
intensive supervision, would be a serious 
menace to society if released. 
Eventually this report will be released, 
as well it should. The final decision to 
accept the recommendations will be made 
by the people of California. It is our hope 
that the people will speak to this report 
and 
its 
recommendations 
with 
some 
consideration being given to the victims of 
crime.

T hat 
is 
his

rationalization for his to-ing and fro- 
mg around the country. 
As far as results go,

gress or the execu­ 
tive, the cash bene­ 
fit to the cities is 
hardly perceptible. 


Fu hed so often to say wnen he will 
publicly

intentions, 
Lindsay has become a bit testy. It 
may 
never 
happen. 
And 
the 
suggestion that he might run for 
governor in 1974 draws his scorn. 
The young, the voters between 18 
and 25, and his long shot. Looking 
race - horse lean, younger than his 
years, with that elegant profile, he 
might just catch on with the new 
voters likely to swing the balance in 
1972. 
But, like the other liberal, left - 
leaning candidates, he confronts a 
party of factions heavily encrusted 
with the prejudices of the past. The 
chieftains of these factions have 
built - in resistance to the new and 
the innovative. They regard Lindsay 
with deep suspicion. Not only is he 
mayor of the nation’s most 
troubled city but his democratic 
label is so new the paint is hardly 
dry 
The mayor’s two - day excursion 
to Indiana was a prime example of 
the confrontation of past and future 
as personified in the Lindsay image. 
He went to a half - dozen big and 
little cities, ostensibly to pump for

As he travels the mayor cannot 
escape the loud reverberation of the 
scandals shaking his city. Bribery 
within the police establishment has 
become so flagrant that headlines 
each day reveal the extent to which 
it permeates every area. Not only 
the ancient forms of bribe - giving 
and bribe - taking but of late the 
traffic in drugs has been the source 
of police corruption. 
Heroin addiction has contributed 
to the rise in the crime rate. Crimes 
of violence stud the police records, 
many motivated by the need of the 
addict to get the $100 to $125 a day to 
support his addiction. With the rise 
of robberies and mugging at night on 
the subways extra police details 
were assigned, whereupon the thugs 
and the muggers plied the packed 
cars in the daylight hours. 
L indsay 
in sists 
th a t 
his 
commissions and boards are staffed 


by men and women of exceptional 
ability. They know his record is on 
the line and he trusts them to do 
eveything humanly possible to clean 
up the mess and restore order and 
confidence to a disorderly city. 
Adding to the burden is the violence 
of extremists that has rocked the 
United Nations. 
In his defense it must be said that 
New York differs from other cities 
not so much in kind as in degree. 
The plague of urbanism run riot is 
not particular to the biggest of them 
all. 
New York 
is the news - 
gathering center of the nation so 
that 
any 
lurid 
event 
here 
is 
immediately on the news service 
wires and the television screens. 
It happens, of course, that Lindsay 
is the only mayor who has thus far 
put himself out in front in the 
national scene. So he carried with 
him a big - city handicap that would 
seem almost insurmountable. Yet 
the sheer daring of this challenge to 
the past could in a time of troubles 
work an improbable miracle.

M eandering with Jackson 
Planning needed 


What with all the talk about 
cutting our city’s garbage pickup to 
a once a week schedule, it is only 
natural for some citizens to rise up 
in anger in opposition to such a 
move. After all, no one wants any 
great 
accumulation 
of 
garbage 
around the house for more than just 


a day or two. 
I’m not one of 
those who is joining 
in with the opposi­ 
tion. 
You 
see, 
Momma 
and 
I, 
along with many of 
our neighbors, have 
been in the opposi­ 
tion for some time 
— 
at 
least ever 
since the prolifera­ 
tion of Monday holi­ 
days. 


We just happen to be in one of 
those areas of the city where the 
city 
sanitation 
crews 
visit 
on 
Mondays and Thursdays. What this 
means 
is 
that 
every 
Monday 
holiday, whether we favor it or not, 
we are reduced to a once a week 
refuse pickup. And with the number 
of Monday holidays in existence 
now. we find ourselves with once a 
week pickup quite often. 
So for the benefit of those who find 


themselves in this situation, if and 
when City Council decides to cut 
back the services, let me explain 
how to prepare for once a week 
garbage removal. We Monday and 
Thursday 
pickup 
people 
have 
become 
adept 
at 
handling 
the 
situation. 
The first step in preparation is 
advance 
planning. 
You 
must 
unfailingly remember when your 
pickup time is. Not just the day, but 
the approximate time of day. This is 
essential as you will see. 
When you realize you are not to be 
serviced on your regular day, you 
must be certain that you are just one 
step ahead of the truck on the last 
pickup day prior to the day you are 
not going to have pickup service. On 
that morning — that is, on the last 
pickup day — you should rummage 
around the house to make sure you 
have 
all 
the 
paper 
in 
refuse 
collectors that you can have. If you 
are on as many junk mailing lists as 
we are, you will have considerable. 
Also, if you have items of garbage 
waste that your sink disposal won t 
handle, be certain you also have that 
collected. 
Then, as the truck pulls up to your 
house, rush outside with all the 
trash you can. Don t worry if you 
make the truck wait a few minutes 
while you lug the stuff out from the 


garage or back yard. After all. you 
must reason that it will be one week 
before they will come again. 
The only trash you don’t want to 
throw away on that last day before 
the week iay-off is any container, 
metal or fibreboard, that can be 
used as a receptacle for trash during 
the coming week. You will need 
everything you can get your hands 
on. 
Be sure, too, that you have a clean 
space in the garage to deposit the 
overflow of garbage and trash that 
is sure to accumulate between 
pickups. For unless you have gone 
through this once a week pickup 
routine on a more or less regular 
basis as we Monday - Thursday 
people have done for some time, you 
just can’t imagine how much will 
accumulate during a week's period. 
Properly done, you can cope quite 
successfully with the once a week 
pickup program. Admittedly, it’s 
not the easiest thing in the world to 
do, but it can be done with a little 
advance planning. 
The biggest problem we have 
incurred is that we forget the week 
before the Monday holiday that we 
are once again going to be a victim 
of garbage discrimination. Then, we 
pay the price, and without any 
adjustment on our bill for the 
decrease in service.

while the parents 
and teachers dealt 
in human 
beings. 
The 
assessm en t 
was not quite fair. 
It is years now that I’ve been 
watching John Beattie on the school 
board. I don’t remember when it 
was I first heard him confess that 
his education wasn’t much. He's 
mellowed and developed through the 
years though until his baling wire 
philosophy has the ring of authemc 
Americana about it. Last Tuesday, 
he seemed to be at the peak As 
president he had the power to 
sway the board in the direction of 
the appeals from the audience, but 
he didn't elect to do that. Beattie is 
a large taxpayer and more than any 
other trustee that this reporter can 
remember, has been torn between 
appeals 
for 
more 
educational 
spending and a concern for the 
property taxpayer. 
The local school district is like no 
other that I know of Federal monies 
in the form of impacted aid; and 
state 
dollars 
for 
impoverished 
districts form the bulk of the $11.5 
million budget requirement. At the 
same time the local property tax 
part of the education bill is low. 
There is a welter of figures to 


prove just about anything in terms 
of class size, a question that has 
become the focal point of much of 
the collective heartache. 
Some months ago it was revealed 
that it would cost into the millions of 
dollars to reduce the class size down 
to the limits sought by teachers and 
parents. 
Last 
Tuesday 
Jerry 
Hartsfield presented a petition from 
the PTA Council calling for a 
student-teacher ratio of 25-1 and no 
class was to have over 27 children. 
He told the school board it was the 
first time the PTA had seen fit to 
enter the fight. 
The 
struggles 
of 
Lompoc 
Education Association to negotiate 
for all kinds of education programs 
is a matter of record. Some few 
weeks ago, LEA representatives 
and 
school 
district 
officials 
indicated satisfaction with the way 
things were going. Then a change 
came over the scene. In more recent 
weeks, teachers and their LEA 


representatives 
have 
indicated 
outright dissatisfaction with the 
progress of efforts to negotiate a 
package of educational demands 
which in their entirety formed a 
“ m a s t e r 
c o n t r a c t , ’’ 
or 
“ com prehensive 
agreem ent.’ 
Representatives of the school board 
say there can be agreement on some 
of the demands, but that the board 
will not sign the agreement. LEA 
officials have continued to press for 
an eventual signing of the document 
as a legally binding contract. 


bnil on the horizon are the storm 
clouds of change. Opponents of 
Public Law 874 will push for the 
cutback of impacted aid monies; 
legislators continue to wrestle with 
proposals for a statewide property 
tax 
to 
distribute 
the 
financial 
burdens of education; parents and 
teachers clamor louder and louder 
for lower class sizes and restoration 
of program cuts.
